Judicial Letter dated Gth August 1860, No: 82. 


Para. 8.—The intention of the Rule was to 
extend to those Suluried Officers of the Supreme 
Courts, the same benefits of Pension as are 
received by similar Officers in the Uncovenanted 
Service ; Lut it was not intended to include those 
highly remunerated Officers of these Courts, whose 
emoluments are derived chiefly from fees.

5. I should have preferred this Indent  be- 
fore, for L have been for some time convineed 
that Liquor Aminonia would oure the bite of 
most Snakes in the Conean, but I was not 
aware of its effects upon the hite of the Foorsa, a 
Snake which in this Zillah kills above thirty people 
annually ; now, however, that subject is likewiso 


| at rest, for I have today received an account of 


an undoubiful cure of Poorsa bite, and I have now 
no hesitation in eaying that when properly applied 
Liquor Ammoma will overcome the virus of any 
Snake in the country, and even when administered 
by Fouzdars, Native Oilicers, and common Sepoys, 
it will save one half the large number of lives 
annually lost from Snake bite. 


6. In almost all cases of Foorsa bite the bitten 
limb becomes swollen and painful, and according as 
the bite happens to bein the arm or leg a bubo 
arises in the armpit or groin, a symptom which 
never occurs in cases of bite from other Snakes, 


7. Since the Ammonia was distributed in the 
beginning of April, I have received accounts from 
various Fouzdars of eight cases in which it had 
been successfully applied, but in all the Foorsa 
eases save one, it had only been applied to the 
wound within a day after the bite. In these casea 
there was no certainty that the recovery of tho 
patient was entirely owing to the Medicine, for at 
that stage of the illness more than half the number 
of people bitten recover without aid. But when 
the second illness, which follows from four to twenty 
days after the bite, has once set in, the patient 
rarely recovers. It was for a case of cure from this 
stage of tho discase that I wailed and delayed 
indenting for afurther supply of Ammonia, About 
the following case I do not think there can be any 
doubt. 


8. On the evening of the 29th April, Jclloo, 
caste Dhuddaree, an inhabitant of Dabolee, was 
found by the people of his house lying on the 
ground ontside his door. The Karbaree who lived 
near was at once called, Jelloo said that he had 
Leen bitten by a Foorsa in the Cattle shed close to 
his house, and that on coming into the house he 

‘allen and been unable to rise fer more than 
furty minutes, after which he had got up and gono 
out but had a;ain fallen on the spot where he was 
found. There had been nothing done by the rela- 
tions, so the Karbaree according to his written 
instructions Legan at once to searify the wound 
which was on the right foot, but the sivelling was 
ry great, and no blood would come. He tied a 
ture tightly above, meanwhile he had sent of 
for the Fouzdar. In his falls the gravel had ine 
flicted some small wounds on tho back of Jelloo’ 
neck, from which the blood was flowing, and his 
sivht hand way sprained and swollen likewieo from 
the fall. 



































9. On the Fouzdar’s arrival at 2 a My be 
scarified the wound deeply, and applied the Ammo- 
nia to it three times. ‘This very soon took away 
the swelling, and the man’s head which had been 
heavy, became clear as usual. Up till the 2nd he 
continued well, but the little wounds on his ne 
had never coased to bleed. 
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10. On the fifth day, that is the 4th May, the! 

swelling* returned, and 
was very great.as far up | 
asthe knee, ‘The man, 
lost his senses first, and | 
talked like a madman 
and his body was trembling all over; then ke 
became oppressed with phleem, and his tongue | 
became unmanageable, so that he could not utter 
words, his eves had sunk into their sockets like 
those of acorpse, and his body hal aequired a 
much darker hue than usual. | 

11. When the Fouvdar eame at 5 r. st, a 
«Wyed” of great reputation, and several friends j 
who were there, said the patient could not survive 
the night. Then the Pouzdar, according to his 
directions, alministered thirty-five drops of Liquor 
Ammonia, and with so great snevess that alter. | 
wards he save thirty and again twenty-reveu | 
drops. 

12. Nest morning, the Gth, the swelling was 
decreased, and by the evening the patient had 
regained in some measure his senses, but not alto- 
gether. Therefore, on the 7th, the Pouzdar admi- 
nistered seventeen drops more, ! 

13, On the Lith, the date of his last report, 
the louadur states that Jelloo is till subj to 
fits of slight aberration of mind three or four 
times during the day, and that he still bas pains | 
throughout. his body, but that he cau now move 
about nnassisted and take his food, and that. his 
body has regained its natural colour. Altosether | 
his recovery is no longer a matter of doubt. 

14. Ithas taken so long to detail this ease 
that I shall refrain from giving all the cireum- 
stances of two other equally authenticated cases of 
cure. One of a manin Khed, bitten hy a Ghonus, 
a most deadly snake, who after the native remedies 
had proved unavailing, had been: recovered [rom a 
state of insensibility by Liquor Ammonia; the 
other that of a woman in Malwan, who was on 
the very point of death when the first dose of the 
remedy was administered which last ease was so 
public that it has in the minds of all the Natives 
there thoroughly established the erdit of the 
remedy, 


15. I trast what J have shown will prove 
suflicient reason for sanctioning the Indent, and 1 
would respectfully remark that the Medicine is 
very inexpensive. I would likewise beg that it 
may be despatched as soon as possible, or the 
Southern parts will be closed for tie ‘wonsoon.

Gensrunen,—I am directed to acknowledge the 
receipt of your President’s letter, No. 694, of the 
th instant, and in connection with what is stated 
in the 2nd paragraph to observe that, if you refer 
to the Estimates furnished to this Department by 
the Accountant-General to the Government of 
India and the Accountant to the Goverfment 
Punjab, you are in error in supposing that the 
Punjab Moree hus been twice charged., 

2. Itis true that the expenditure on account 
of that Foree was entered, with the rest of the 
Military Uspenditure of the Bengal Presidency, 
in the Estimates furnished by the Military Auditor 
General to the Accountant-General ~ to the 
Government of India; but yon do not seem to 
be aware thut the eaid expenditure, deing debi- 
latle to the Civit Department, hae always been 
struck out of the Return of Military Expenditare 
(properly so called), of the Bengal Presidency, sent 
by the Accountant-General to my Department, 
and that un Abstract of the suid expenditure has 
been communicated by him to the Accountant of 
the Punjub for amalgamation with the Punjab 
Returns, 

3. Lam further desired to observe, with refer- 
ence to the 5th paragraph of your Jetter, that you 
are mistaken in sapposing that. any, erromswas 
committed in calling upon you _torforward to the 
Accountant of the Punjab the Estimates of Mili- 
tary Expenditure of the Punjab Frontier . Force; 
such being the course intended in paragraph;51 of 
the Report of the Budget and Audit Committees 
No. 6, of the 27th October 1860. $ 

4, But it appeara to His Excellegey. in-Com- 
cil, on further consideration of the sobjacbicthat. 
the course prescribed in that paragraph admits: 
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some modification. The Punjab and all similar 
Local Corps under Local Governments, or the 
Government of India, are, he observes, to all 
intents-und purposes part of our Regulur Army, 
and it is important that their costshould not be 
ehewn ag a separate Jocal charge, or under any 
head of Civil Expenditure, but in one uniform 
view of the Military Expenditure of India. 

6. Any classifieation of Military Expenditure 
for, statistical information can, moveover, be dene 
better. at Caleutta than Luhore, and the Punjab 
ought to be debited in any real account of’ its 
profit or loss with the cost of its European or 


Native Regiments of the Bengal Army, just as 


much as with its Local Frontier Force. 

6, This His Excellency in Council thinks 
was clearly the meaning of the Order of the 6th 
July 1860; and the practical working ought, he 
considers, to be as follows :— 

I. The Military Finanea Department should 

‘prepare the Forms in which the Estimates of all 
< ‘ilitary Expenditure, whether General or Local, 
wight to be returned, for the sake of clearness and 
uniformity, and these Forms should be communi- 
cated by them to the parties who have to muko 
the Returns, for their guidance. 

II. Where there isa separate Army, with a 
separate Kstablishment of its own for Account and 
Audit, as at Madras and Bombay, the Controller 
of Military Finance, under the orders of the Mili- 
tary Finance Depurtment, frames tho Estimates or 
collects them from the Local Odlicers, (whose 
business itis to fill their portion, in as far as 
possible, from actual data) and forwards them to 
the Local Deputy Auditor General, for incorpora- 
tion in the General Estimate of the Local Govern- 
ment, who will exercise their own judgment and 
responsibility in revising and reducing such Esti- 
mate before submitting it finally to the Supreme 
Government. In order to save time, the Military 
Finance Department will of course be at liberty 
to call upon their Controllers to furnish them 
with copies of Military Estimates at any stage of 
their preparation, without waiting for their revi- 
sion by the Local Governments. 

UL. In those divisions of the Empire where 
there is no separate local establishment for. Mili- 
tary Account and Andit, and the work is now 
done ‘at Calcuttu, the Local Estimates should all 
be forwarded under the orders of Military Finanee 
Department, whether they relate to Forces form- 
ing part of the Bengal Army, or to Korces under 
the Local Government ; or when al} the materiale 
eziet in Caleutta, the Military Finaueo Depart- 
ment may at once frame theso Us imates. 

IV. The Military Finance Department will 
Tevise all theso Estimates, whether Sent to them
